TWO EDUCATIONAL SUGGESTIONS. 

An article on "The Boy of Tomorrow, " 
which is the first prize essay ou education In 
the World's Work contest compile* tho 
schools of yesterday and today, and forecasts 
what they will bo tomoirow, when we trans- 
form our experience into an intelligent pur- 
pose. We cop) one paragraph as follows: 

"The school of tomorrow will have over it* 
door 'We conserve the whole boy.' The watch- 
word of the school of yester.lay has been »We 
preserve the eutire course of stu ly.' tboee 
who mauaged the sc hools of ) Mterfaj thought 
that children were ereat. d for tho exemplitici- 
Hon of tho curriculum. Iu iho schools of to- 
morrow the curriculum is arranged to seivo the 
needs of tho pupils. In place of midline 
operatives iu the factory of instruction we shall 
have teachers who believe that they are rend- 
ering the right service when they teach boys 
and uot merely subjects. I inquired onco of a 
group of teachers what they taught. One 
said mathematics; another replied Koglish; 
still another science; but tbefouitb — (Jod bless 
the little prophetess — merely said, 'Pieaso sir. 
just boys.' " 

If every member of a Bond of Education 
(for they are responsible for educational con- 
ditions would sit down and study that paia 
graph for au hour, and got at its meauing, 
they would begin to realise the great necessi- 
ties of the educatioual field. Wo associate the 
the course of ptudy with education so much 
that we assumo they are one and the same, and 
such an idea is utter treason to education. The 
course of study is a help, not an object, and 
yet we make it the latter. Wo will havo to 
take a h'gber stand than that if we wou'ii 
make out school a first class investment. 
Hero is another paragraph from tho same 
thoughtful article: 

"In short, I would look squarely at the life 
itself and see what the day afier tomorrow re- 
quires of its citizju-to-be, and I would center 
my energy ami his energy upon the mastery 
of these things — health, character, interest iu 
and capacity for service, appreciation of the 
beautiful and true, and such details of theories, 
facts aud jyist accomplishments as will make 
possible tho development of human efli- 
ciency." 

There is education as it should be looked at 
by those in authority. Learning grammar and 
arithmetic is not oducaiion, unless they are 
made helpful in the creation of tendencies, the 
inspiration of purposo, tun formation of habit, 
and the adjustment of oneself to the demands 
and duties of his environment ;and the text books 
do not do these things of themselves. Whon 
wo get on to that fact we are prepare'! for a 
forward step and not before.— Ashland Inde- 
pendent.

Begins. 

County Judges and At- 
torneys Meet and Urge 
Appointment of Spe- 
cial Counsel To Assist 
Attorney - General in 
Tax Suits Involving 
Millions. 



Justus Goebel Makes Strong 
Speech at Meeting. 

At a meeting of the county Judges 
And county attorneys of the State held 
at the House of Representatives, 
Frankfort, Ky , on Nov. 8, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

"Resolved, That we, the county 
Judges and county attorneys of the 
8tate, In convention assembled, heart 
lly approve and Indorse the action of 
the State Board of Valuation and As- 
sessment in placing upon the great 
corporations of the State, enjoying 
valuable public franchises and privi- 
leges, their Just share of the burdens 
of taxation and we commend their acts 
to the people of the State as consti- 
tuting the greatest tax reform of many 
years, and while we entertain the very 
highest regard and respect for the 
ability of the Attorney General and 
his assistants and the Hon. John L. 
Rich, of Covington, employed as as- 
sistant counsei, w« are unwilling that 
any lack of counsel on behalf of the 
State should endangev the Just and 
patriotic action of the 8tate Board of 
Valuation and Assessment, and we 
recommend to the Attorney General 
and the Governor of the State that an 
amergency exists and that the most 
eminent counsel be employed to de- 
fend the action of the State Board of 
Valuation and Assessment in the 
United States Court." 

Justus Goebel, of Covington, made a 
speech before tho assemblage, plead- 
ing for the employment of additional 
counsel for the sltate. Mr. tioebel 
said: 

"Mr. President, Gentlemen and My 
Brother Kentuckians: 



•Ute. Corporation lawyers oars Roast- 
tally said The death of William Uoe 
bel was a benefit to the corporations.' 
If this were true, the question Is, bow 

much longer shall the people he held 
In bondage because of his death? 

"God knows the corporations now 
suing the Bute have been able to 
procure (and the word procure fs used 
advisedly) Immunity long enough from 
paying their Just share of the tuxes. 

People Are Awakening. 

"A hundred million dollar Increase In 
the value of corporation property for 
taxation opens a new era in the State's 
affairs und has awakened the people 
and brought them io a realization of 
what has been done to them through 
all the yenrs of the past. As certainly 
as truth, though crushed to earth, will 
rise, Just so certainly will there ha a 
further awakening which will correct 
abuses equally as great as unequal 
taxation, and Its effect will be that 
henceforth every man who would hold 
office by preferment of the people must 
be a progressive, and no Imitation, no 
mere pretender will aatlsfy them; 
they will sweep aside and into ob- 
livion as old chaff any man who hesi- 
tates or dares to stand in the way 
of Improvement and betterment of 
conditions for the whole people. 

"No one doubts, had William Ooabel 
been permitted to live, that that which 
was recently done by the Doard of 
Valuation and Assessment would have 
been done more than a decade ago, 
and today, instead of the large public 
service corporations fighting In the 
courts and by sinister methods en- 
deavoring to perpetuate unjust and uu 
equal taxation; attempting to throttle 
the action of the present State taxing 
board, the first to act fully In the In- 
terest of the people, such corporations 
would long ago have been paying into 
the State, county and city treasuries 
their Just proportion of the taxes.

I know we have 
to have corporations, and big ones, 
but we don't have to have them to the 
disadvantage of the people. I want 
them to have dividends. But I do not 
want them to reap them at the expense 
of the people and the other taxpayers. 
Let them pay what the other taxpayers 
pay. Equality la all I want. 

"Without exception all those com 
panlea and the two others now siting 
wanted tho name assossment for 1912 
that they hud In 1911. Tho Hoard of 
Valuation und Assessment based their 
1912 asut'ssmpnts on convincing proof 
of valueti placed before, them, and the 
assessments are uuiformly Just and 
fair, and of the more than four hun- 
dred corporations assessed by the 
board this year, only eight have pro- 
tested in the court, and these are 
among those that have always pro- 
portionately paid the least. 

State Robbed of Millions. 
"In the last twelve years, hiuco the 
death of William Goebel, the State, 
counties aud cities have been robbed 
(and the word robbed is the only word 
that fits the case) of more than ten 
million dollars in taxes. 
"I am going to prove It. 
"In the years from 1902 to 1911. In- 
clusive, a period of ten years, liter-' 
has been au average iBOTMM in the 
franchise assessiffents of the four 
largest railroads In the State of only 
1 per cent yearly. — 

"Think of it! and this almost tin 
believable record ot ustouishlngly 
small increases was made In the ten 
beBt years for earnings that the rail 
roads of this country ever saw. 
Inadequate Taxation of Railroads. 
"The picture here presented of the 
previous Inadequate franchise assesb 
meats Is astounding, but when one 
examines Into tho situation regarding 
the tangible assessments made by rail 
road commissions of tho properties o: 
four of the corporations now BalD| 
the State, the word 'astounding' is in 
adequate aud here must be supplanted 
by the word 'dumbfounding' to state 
more correctly what the tangible r-s 
sessment picture actually presents. 

"Take the case of, the C. & (X R. R 
and the records show that thu tangible 
property of this company la 1892, 20 
years ago, was assessed at $8,019,577 
Notwithstanding the much added mile 
age of road, double tracking of a vasl 
system, acquiring much new real es- 
tate, probably more than doubling the 
equipment of engines and cars, unc 
meantime increasing by earnings the 
value of Its stock 000 per cent, this 
company's tangible property was us 
Bessed In 1911 at only $6,270,270, or 
21% per ceut less than In 1892, 20 
years ago. Further comment to show 
that our State has been robbed U uu 
necessary. 

"The other railroads have been slm 
llarly inadequately assessed on then 
tangible property for many ycar^. 

Corporations Prevent Honest Valua 
tlons. 

"in fact, until this year the Hoard o 
Valuation and Assessment has bee 
controlled In the interest of ttu 
wealthy corporations by some hook o. 
crook, either frleuduhlp, political favo. 
rendered or to be rendered, bribery o. 
Intimidation, but never before has Ibi 
State, counties or cities been give: 
what they were rightfully entitled n 

"Another of the many examples o 
flagrant abuse of public trust. 

"I wish I could leave out of m> 
remarks what I am about to tay, bu 
that Is Impossible under present cii 
cumstancea. Until now, I have Ml 
very little about the L. & N. Railroac 
Some may say that I have an old an. 
mosity to ihe L< & N. Railroad Com 
pany, because of the assassination o. 
my brother. I say, gentlemen, that l» 
a mistake. In my state of health anc 
at my age, I have nothing but lev. 
for my fellow men, whether they agre> 
with ma or not. Next to the last wordi 
that my dear brother spoke wtre 
these: 'They do not understand. I 
forgive them.' There may be some who 
now do not understand me. Gentle 
men, the men elected to office did not 
do their duty. I hate to say so, but I 
am her* to speak the truth, and all I 
have fought for In the past seven 
months is justice and falrneaa for the 
people. 

"Another of the many examples of 
flagrant abuse of public trust la to be 
found in the records of our State per 
talnlng to the franchise assessments 
by the Board of Valuation and Assess 
ment of the L ft N. R. R. In 1801 this 
company's franchise assessment was 
$6,504,879.

In 
1904, with the validity of the 1902 In- 
creased assessment still pending In 
the court, the Board fixed the fran- 
chise assessment of this company at 
$2,140,259 less than the 1902 assess- 
ment. In March, 1905, the suit of the 
Li. ft N. Company against Auditor 
Coulter was decided In favor of the 
State, the court holding the 1902 fran- 
chise assessment of $10,774,899 to be 
valid; but, notwithstanding the fact 
of this court proof of value of the 
franchise of the L ft N. Railroad, lu 
1903, the assessment against this com- 
pany did. at no time, reach the equal 
of the 1902 assessment of $10,774,899 
until 1911. nnd this, In spite of the fact 
that Milton II.

^hortl and Auditor Henry M. Bosworth, 
two gentlemen who served on State 
Taxing Hoards In years past, that they

verse to their views and Inclined 
against tho Interests of the people.

amount of the total value of all prop 
crty equalized for taxation In the en 
tiro First Congressional District, em 
bracing thirteen counties, and. In ai 
lilt ion thereto, of all the counties o 
the Second District, with the oxce;> 
tiou of Hendersou aud Davles. 

"Comparing the Increase of one hun 
ilred million dollars with tho Central 
portion of the State, it equals the 
amount of the total value of all prop 
crty equalized for taxation In the 
Eighth Congressional District, embrac 
lng ten counties, and In addition there 
to the county of Fuyette, which In 
eludes the city of Lexington. 

"Comparing the one hundred million 
dollar increase with the Eastern sec 
tlon of the State it equals tho amount 
of the total value of all property 
equalized for taxation In all the coun 
ties embraced In the old Ninth and 
Tenth Congressional Districts, with 
tho exception of the county of Fleming 
or, in all twenty six counties. 

Crisis in Kentucky's Affairs. 

"This is a crisis in the affairs of 
Kentucky. It is a fight brought by 
eight tax-dodging corporations direct 
ly against the more than 2,000,000 
souls who live in the 98 counties ol 
this State, traversed by their lines 

"This Is a fight of wrong against 
right; inequality against equality; uu 
fairness ugaliiht fairness, aud injustice 
HgaitiBt Justice. 

"Those last words of my brother 
'He brave and fearless and loyal to the 
great common people,' have nevei 
ceased burning in m> brain, aud In 
my heart, and when In August last I 
was beseigid to agree to a reduction 
of many millions on the new 1912 as 
sessments, I gave the exact feeling 
that possessed me then and It Is Dm 
same today 'I would rather lose m> 
llfo than bu a party to a* shameful 
compromise of what I know rightful!) 
belongs to the Slate and the people. 

"I am opposed to making a political 
isset of the matter of employment of 
iddltlonal counsel to pay debts or pur 
base a favor. What I have done to 
assist the board, any other private eltl 
,.en could have dono. If some of thos. 
who were so quick aud prompt whet 
ihero was a Job In sight, to Intercedi 
tor certain attorneys, had in year, 
past turned their attention to reliev- 
ing the sufferings of the State ant. 
people from unequal taxation, they 
would at this hour be rightfully en 
titled to some consideration lu the M 
lection of special counsel. 

Corporations Again Show Hand. 

"I charge, aud am willing and read; 
to prove if necessary, that emissaries 
of these corporations, who, by dark 
and damnable methods, tried their best 
to prevent the Board of Valuation au.l 
Assessment from making proper as 
sessments of their property, are tod ... 
meddling lu the matter of the employ 
ment of special counsel to assist tho 
Attorney General In these cases 
against the State, and If they can con- 
trol the selection tbey may be de- 
pended upon to pay 'any man of straw' 
more than the State will agree to pay. 

"There are men who have said In 
places to our Attorney General that 
In the employment of Attorney John 
L. Rich, the State had gone far enough, 
but to such men I would say; Is your 
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only lnterett the welfare of the people, 
and have you proven that there Is no 
other Interest that is greater with you 
than the people's Interest?' 

-I would like to see these men 
trotted out', so we all msy know what 
ttiey look like and what their connec- 
tions are. 

"It was determined and partly ar- 
ranged to employ Louis D. Brandels. 
'The People's Lawyer,' of Boston, as 
published on April 12, 1912, In the 
making of the tentative and dual as- 
sessments by tho Board, If necessary, 
but we did without his services, and 
now that the assessments have been 
made and the eight big corporations 
have Instituted suit against the State 
It is hoped that If Mr Urandels, who Is 
now spoken of as likely to be a mem- 
ber of President Wilson's cabinet. Is 
unablo to accept employment In de- 
fense of the State's Interest, there will 
be employed ono or two other counsel, 
the best to be had In the United Slates, 
whom Mr. Brandels may recommend 
to tho Attorney-General to assist In 
representing the State. 

"Ability, known loyalty to Ihe cause 
and assured freedom from corporation 
taint, should be the gauge to govern In 
the selection of an attorney to assist 
In the defense of the State's, and the 
counties' interest. 

"When first I determined to give 
myself to this work of compelling ade- 
quate taxation of corporations, I knew 
they would invoke every power of the 
world, (he flesh nnd the devil tha! 
could possibly, by fair means or foul, 
be commanded to aid them to prevent 
the carrying out of my designs, which 
were already a part of the Just law if 
the laud, nnd I have not been dlsap 
pointed. 

Committee To Assist Lawyers. 

"For years I have known tho public 
men of the State and from many 
eligible to be CtMMB for such service 
I have thought of some who have 
studied these questions and who know 
who can be trusted to assist in the 
effort to have your counties enjoy 
what the law Intended, aud what the 
present State Hoard of Valuation ami 
Assessment by its 1912 assessments 
has made possible of realization. Thcs-: 
men I am not afraid to trust to act In 
an advisory capacity In the premises, 
they aro and have been prominent in 
the affairs of the State. I refer to 
Governor James B. McCrcary, A'tor- 
ney-General Janioa Garnett. Hon. ( as 
slus M. Clay, of Hourbou County, and 
Hon. James Richardsou of Barren 
County. 1 would like to bo honored by 
being on that committee, because of 
my Inflnlto Interest in this matter. 1 
have drawn a form of contract which 
I shall read aud hand to your Secre 
tary and submit for your cousldera 
tlon. I feel that its fairueBB will a' 
once address Itself to your honest lu 
telllgence, and 1 beg that you return 
to your home county and urge upon 
the Individual members of your county 
fiscal court that ft be promptly ex 
ecuted, so that our forces may be en 
listed aud organised for this legal bat 
tie, the first skirmish of which must 
bo fought on the 2uth day of the pres 
eut month In the Federal Court here 
in Frankfort. 

Plan for Securing Counsel. 
"This, of course, only with the un- 
derstanding that your fiscal court will 
want to make any contract at all for 
special counsel. I have never thought 
much of this plan for securing the em 
ployment of the needed special coun- 
sel in these cases because, at best, 
when special counsel are employed 
and paid, the people bear the expense 
and If the counties rather than the 
State employ and pay, It is only taking 
money out of the left-hand pocket 
Instead of the right— the people, in the 
end, have to pay all the expense any 
way. I turned to this plan only when I 
found or there seemed to be no other 
way to satisfy the Attorney General 
and to get for the people :ha needed 
special counsel. The Attorney General 
himself proposed to me the 20 per 
cent as a fee to be paid by the coun- 
ties to Mr. Rich, and said that he would 
secure the making of such a contract 
with Mr. Rich by five counties, and 
named them. When this matter was 
first proposed to me I said I would 
have nothing to do with the matter 
unless there was a clause In the con 
tract which would give absolute pro 
tectlon to the people to prevent any 
awyer from being paid an excessive 
fee for the services rendered. I have 
labored for months and years to bring 
about the assessment made In 1912 
and that without compensation, and It 
III becomes any man to say that he 
has a greater desire to economize In 
the Interests of the people than have 
I. In the form of contract, I shall sub- 
mit, I have safeguarded the people by 
providing a committee of honorable 
men to see to It that no man have 
more than a reasonable fee and that, 
together with all other expenses to 
the counties, to bs within the limit of 
the 20 per cent suggested by ths At- 
torney General. 

The eight suits that have been 
brought against the State and coun 
ties must be fought through all Fed 
eral and State courts and are of vital 
Importance. They Involve for the State 
$382,389 and for the counties, cities 
and taxing districts $823,396, or a total 
anuualy of $1,205,785. 

I feel that your approval of the 
form of contract which I have sub 
uiltted will prove your loyalty to your 
constituents aud in the end will ac- 
complish great and everlasting good 
for your home county people and all 
Kentucky. 

A 8addenlng Picture. 
"Behind the scsnee there Is a pic 
ture that Is saddsnlAg to me In con 
neetlon with all this matter. Our 
Stats, the great State of Kentucky, is 
rendered Impotent, because the Gov 
e rner, the ch ief executive of our State, 
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and the Attorney General cannot agree 
ae to the need of the people. The 
Governor is In favor of additional 
counsel, and the Attorney-General says 
he has enough, and le willing to accept 
the responsibility of this fight, and 
carry on these suits with the forces 
he now hss. I say the responsibility 
Is too much to ask him to assume. 

"We are fighting a monster, we are 
fighting a demon that will resort to 
anything — and they tried everything 
but murder to prevent the board from 
making these assessments. 

"They have attempted to ccrrupt 
the Board of Valuation and Assess 
ment, and they will go further to at 
tain their end. If they can, they will 
corrupt the courts, as they have done 
ere this. And that Is what I want to 
convince , ou of and warn you against. 
Protect yourselvee and others In these 
cases and have lawyers who will make 
the facts so clear that there can be 
but one course open to the courts, and 
then they will follow It.-
